From this devel- 
oped the improved method, namely 
the inoculation of healthy blood 
with vaccine and then, when this per- 
son’s blood has manufactured a large 
quantity of  microbe-killing — sub- 
stances, drawing from this stream for 
injection, 

The results far obtained can

VENIZELOS FEARS SOME 
OPPOSITION 


Paris, Dec. 29.—Venizélos, former 
Greek premier, left Paris for Athens 
last night. He had evaded the news- 
papermen by announcing that his de- 
parture had been postponed. 

Extreme Caution 

Paris, Dec, 29—The extreme cau- 
tion with which the movements of 
Venizelos were surrounded on his de- 
parture today, were explained in 
Greek official circles close to the 
former premier, as due to the fact 
that the bitter animosities aroused by 
the interior political troubles have not 
yet been appeased, The statesman 
was said to be quite sure that there 
was a formidable minority if not an 
| actual majority against him in Greece 
at this time. 

Considerable fear is entertained in 
these lest the most excitable elements 
among one-time partisans of the late 
King Constantine, unforgetful of 
their hatred for that monarch’s chie 
political enemy, may get out of con- 
trol, although the more reasonable 
leaders of the Constantine party are 
disposed now to accept the leadership 
of Venizelos. 

Quiet Arrival Also 

Hence the departure from Paris of 
the former premier was attended with 
all possible secrecy and his arrival 
in Athens will be held just as quiet. 
Friends of Venizelos are quite skepti- 
cal as to the success of any political 
action he may take in Athens. It is 
pointed out that if he advocates main- 
tenance of the royalist regime, which 
he is known to favor, he will antago- 
nize the most violent elements in the 
country. 

On the other hand, there is much 
doubt in the opinion of those observ- 
ers, as to whether the result of the 
recent elections should be taken as a 
fair expression of public opinion in 
favor of a republic. The confusion in 
Greece, they say, is such that a man 
even of Venizelos’ strength will 
unable to find a solution of the situa- 
tion now.

London, Dec. 28.-—( By 
Press Cable.)—Interest to the  a- 
mount of $225,000 on the Canadian 
loan to Greece for the second portion 
of this year is now on the way from 
Athens to London, This will bring 
the total interest payment from 
Greece to Canada for the year up to 
$450,000, the amount agreed upon 
between Ottawa and Athens some 
time ago when the post-war debt of 
Greece was consolidated. The debt 
approximately amounts to $8,000,000. 
It is expected that by the end of 
March, Belgium will have wiped out 
her debt to Canada by the payment of 
$3,000,000, and that by the end of 
1924 France will have paid her debt 
of $!

Thurs- 
day morning he is scheduled to meet 
Premier W. L. Mackenzie King and 
the other members of federal cabi- | 
net for a discussion on resources. 

Before leaving Premier Greenfield 


declined to offer any statement as. to 
what terms he was prevared to offer 
or accept on behalf of the province. 
It is thought locally that he is pre- 
pared to consider very favorably the 
proposition which the Dominion gov- 
ernment made one year ago, this be- 
ing in effect that the natural resoure- 
es be transferred to the province as 
they stand and that the present sub- 


sidy be continued another three 
years. 
Anxious to Settle 
Although Premier Greenfield and 


his colleagues were not willing to ac- 
cept these proposals at the time, it 


is no secret that the government's 
policies have undergone considerable 
change in the last few months, and 
that the outstanding desire is to 
have some plan for the restoration 
of resources to lay before the legis- 


| lature when it convens next February. 


Premier Greenfield was to have 
gone to Ottawa last August for the 
resources conference but cancelled 
the engagement when Aaron Sapiro 
came to Alberta to launch a wheat 
pool, The prime minister, Hon. W. 
L. Mackenzie King, immediately 
thereafter left for the imperial con- 
ference in London. Upon his return 
to Canada some time ago, he prompt- 
ly wired Premier Greenfield, suggest- 
ing that January 3 would be an ac- 
ceptable time for resuming the re- 
sources’ negotiations. This date was 
agreeable to the Alberta government, 
and accordingly the premier is on his 
way. He is not accompanied by any 
of the cabinet ministers on this oc- 
casion.

Toronto, Dec. 29.—What promises 
to be one of the largest movements 
of immigration into Canada for some 
years will occur during the first two 
months of 1924, according to an an- 
nouncement made by officials of the 
Candanian National Railways yester- 
day. Not until the end of March, it is 
claimed, will there be an end to the 
influx already insured. 

Six trans-Atlantic lines have com- 
pleted arrangements with the Cana- 
dian government and the C. N.R. for 
the carrying o fthe immigrants from 
Europe. Despite the large unmber of 
sailings which have been announced 
by each line. complete arrangements 
have been made for the handling of 
the traffic in Canada. 


CUT FRENCH CHAMBER OF DE- 
PUTIES 49 MEMBERS 
Paris, Dec. 28.—The chamber of 
deputies has passed a bill reducing 
the number of deputies from 626 to 
577. The reduction has special signifi- 
cance in view of the fact that the 

elections will be held next spring. 

The electoral law of 1919 provided 
for an increase in the deputies sal- 
aries and a reduction of their number 
to 530. 

This latest vote in the chamber is 
a compromise between a_ strict en- 
forcement of the electoral law refer- 
red to and the government's propos- 
al to maintain the old representa- 
tion of 626, which the chamber of de- 
puties rejected on Wednesday. 


ECONOMICS OF POLITICS VS. 
ECONOMICS OF BOOZE 


Prohibitionists who claim that 
their only chance for success lies in 
entering politics are utterly and 
absolutely wrong. Polities will get 
them nowhere. 

What the prohibition cause needs 
more than anything else is a careful 
and thorough analy of the econ- 
omics of the liquor situation. 

It is not enough to deal with the 
liquor question solely on a moral 
basis. Liquor can not be said to be 
intrinsically immoral. It may lead 
one man to lose his morals and leave 
the morals of another quite un- 
touched, 

Since the liquor problem has its 
economic as well as its moral 
aspects, it cannot be solved  over- 
night. If liquor is weighed in the 
economic balance and found to be 
evil, it will have to be eradicated in 
the course of human evolution. The 
process of that evolution can only be 


hastened by a careful and diligent 
study of facts and the attractive 
presentation of those facts to the 


public. Invective and abuse will avail 
nothing. 

Evolution has already altered the 
face of the liquor situation. Little 
of that debauchery exists today which 
existed generally 200 years ago. 

This world is gradually getting 
better. Radical overnight reforms 
are never permanent. Improvement 
to last, must be gradual. If liquor is 
evil it will disappear gradually by 
| the force of its own evilness. 

Because certain provinces have 
voted for moderation there no 
reason for the temperance forces to 
lose heart. Absolute prohibition 
seems to have been a wartime ideal 
beyond the present and normal 
abilities of the Canadian people. It 
is only natural for the worn out 
fervor of sacrifice to give place to an 
cver-violent reaction, 

Certainly Canada's liquor legisla- 
tion can never be more advanced than 
the habits and tastes of the Canadian 
people. And the only way to improve 
those habits and tastes is to analyze 
them in the icy crucible of plain and 
convincing economic facts.

MILK AND MILK SUBSTITUTES 
FOR PIGS 


A hog feeding test recently con- 


jducted at the Central Experimental! 


| 


Farm, Ottawa, indicates the particu- 
lar suitability of skim-milk for newly 
| weaned and young pigs. It also 
indicates that after the hogs have 
reached 34% or 4 months of age other 
economical

{gains when such feeds are used to 
{supplement the meal ration. 


Three lots of eight hogs each were 


fed a basic meal ration supplemented 
with skim milk, milk powder and 
Pro-lac meal. The hogs were placed 
on the experiment shortly after 
weaning. 

The test lasted for 90 days and for 


the first 60 days Lot 1 was fed meal 
and skim-milk, Lot 2 meal and milk 
ee and Lot 3 meal and Pro-lac. 

uring this period Lot 1 made the 
greatest gains with the lowest meal 
consumption and at considerably the 
lowest cost per pound of gain in live 
weight. Lot 8 made the lowest daily 
gains consumed slightly more meal 
and cost. 25 of a cent more per pound 
of gain. Lot 11 on milk powder made 
the second highest gains but consum- 
ed considerably more meal—.22 of a 
pound more than Loti—and cost, 
1,99 cents more per pound of gain 
than Lot 1. 

For the remaining 30 days the 
three lots were uniformly divided, 
one-half of each lot continuing on 
the former ration while the milk or 
milk substitutes were withheld from 
the remainder of the hogs. 

The outstanding feature of this 
part of the test was the good show- 
ing made by the hogs receiving Pro- 
lac meal. This lot made an average 
daily gain of 1.4 pounds in live 
weight with a feed cost per pound of 
gain 6.16 cents as compared to Lot 
1 on meal and skim-milk with an 
average daily gain of 1.33 pounds 
and a feed cost per pound of gain of 
6.35 cents while Lot 2 on meal and 
milk powder made an average daily 
gain of 1.83 pounds with a feed cost 
per pound of gain of 9.34 cents. The 
check lost from which the milk sup- 
plements were withheld made a 
uniform daily gain of one pound in 
live weight per hog at a cost of 6.45, 
7.82 and 7.59 cents per pound respect- 
ively.

As & direct result of the world’s 
records won at Chicago recently by 
Alberta-grown seed grain, the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
has been flooded with orders from 
many countries for seed grain from 
its cleaning and marketing plant. 
Enquiries for more than 150 carloads 


have been received by W. J. Stephen, 
Field Crops Commissioner, from 
points in the United States, Great 
Britain and Europe. 

The plant will handle about 50,000 
bushels. Farmers in Alberta who de- 
sire seed from the provincial plant 
are advised to get their orders in at 
once, so that they may have their re- 
quirements filled. 

Prices for the registered seed from 
the plant have finally been fixed as 
follows: Registered Marquis and 
Ruby Wheat, Extra No. 1, $1.00 per 
bushel; 4th generation, $1.15; 3rd 
generation, $1.25; 2nd generation, 
generation, $1.75; 
Strange’s Premium, $ 1.75. Banner 
and Victory Oats, Extra No.1, 60c 
per bushel; 5th generation, 65c; 4th 
generation, 65c; 3rd generation, 70c; 
2nd generation, 85c; Ist generation, 
$1.10; Bigland’s Premium, $1.10. Re- 
gistered Barley, $1.00 per bushel. 

Orders are accepted for quantities 
of not less than two bushels of 
wheat, two bushels of barley, three 
bushels of oats, with 10c each for 
sacks,
